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BATTLESHIP “WEST VIRGINA” IS LAUNCHED 

The United States Battleship West Virginia was launched 
November 19 at the plant of the Newport News Shipbuild- 
ing and Dry Dock Company. Miss Alice Mann, daughter 
of the Hon. Isaac T. Mann, of Bramwell, West Virginia, 
was sponsor to the great vessel. 

The battleship West Virginia, together with her sister 
ships, the Colorado, Washington and Maryland, were au- 
a by the Naval Appropriation Act of August 29, 
1916. 

The chief characteristics of the /i/est Virginia are: Length 
over all, 624 feet; maximum beam, 97'x534”; mean draft, 
30’x6” ; displacement, 32,600 tons ; speed, 21 knots; battery, 
8 16-inch guns, 15 5-inch guns, 4 3-inch anti-aircraft guns 
and 2 submerged torpedo tubes; enlisted complement of 
1,448. This vessel has the large cruising radius which dis- 
tinguishes all recent United States battleships. The armor 
protection and underwater protection against torpedo attack 
are very complete and features which experience in the 
World War has shown to be of importance have been in- 
corporated. 

_ The boilers are fitted for burning fuel oil exclusively. 
lhe main propelling machinery, which is electric as in the 
case of all the capital ships now under construction for the 
U. S. Navy, consists of two main generators driving four 
propelling motors. The main generators are of the turbine 
type, designed to develop a total of about 29,000 indicated 
horsepower. The West Virginia, together With its sister 
ships, will be equipped with a high-power radio installation. 

The first West Virginia was authorized by Act of Con- 
gress of March 3, 1899. She was an armored cruiser 
length, 502 feet ; beam, 69 feet ; draft, 24 feet ; displacement, 
13,600 tons; carrying 40 guns. Built at the plant of the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, at 
Newport News, Va., her keel was laid September 16, 1901, 
and she was eaaieed April 18, 1903. On November 9, 
1916, her name was changed from West Virginia to Hunt- 
ington for a city of that State. The ship was attached to 
the Navy cruiser and transport force during the World 
War. She is now at Porthmouth, N. H., out of commission.

The Unskilled and Unemployed 
An analysis of 100 cases of unemployed 
ex-soldiers in New York showed that 75 
per cent. were unskilled and of those 80 per 
cent. were illiterate. Such was the testi- 
mony of Harry D. Jacobs, President of the 
Ex-Service Men's Unemployment Bureau in 
New York, givea before the Unemployment 
Cenference Committee in Washington. 

“The difficulty his organization encounters 
is in taking care of those who are not pre- 
pared to accept gocd jobs,” reports the 
Indianapolis Star. “The best that can be 
done for them is. to provide temporary em- 
ployment of one kind or another and at 
small wages.” 

The New York committee, President 
Jacobs explained, had difficulty in handling 
the cases of ex-service men who are un- 
skilled workers and with little education and 
in addition have incurred war disabilities 
that interfere with their ability to hold jobs 
that require physical effort. 

“The handicap of unpreparedness is not 
confined to ex-service men nor to these 
times,” continues the Star. “Those charged 
with responsibility for the guidance of the 
young of the nation should realize, as never 
before, the importance of keeping children 
in school while that is practicable and of 
equipping each with seme skill in a gainful 
occupation. 

“The man who is prepared to take care of 
himself in times of industrial stress may find 
no employment in his line of endeavor, but 
the training he has had will enable him to 
do something else until he can get work to 
his liking. There will be no occasion for 
wasting anxiety over him if he is out of 
work and refuses to do what he can instead 
cf what he prefers. The man who deserves 
attention is the one who finds himself an 
industrial misfit, who is willing to help him- 
self, but cannot through lack of training or 
physical incapacity."—Trained Men. 


American Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgical Engineers Celebrates 
Golden Anniversary 

One of the four great engineering insti- 
tutes of America, and one of the most im- 
portant engineering societies in the world, 
the American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers, celebrated its 
fiftieth anniversary by holding its fall meet- 
ing in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., where it was 
organized in 1871. Nearly 500 of the mem- 
bers, including about 100 ladies, were guests 
of the International Correspondence Schools 
at Scranton, Tuesday, September 13. 

In a short address at the luncheon pre- 
ceding a tour through the I. C. S., Edwin 
Ludlow, President of the visiting organiza- 
tion and one of the most prominent mining 
engineers in the country, said: “We who 
have had experience in executive positions 
know the good work that has been and is 
being done by the I. C. S. I can say from 
my own experience, that the best superin- 
tendents I ever had were men educated by 
the I. C. S.” 

One of the visitors, prominent in his pro- 
fession as an engineer and an author of 
engineering books, said to an acquaintance: 
‘I knew the value of the I. C. S. Courses by 
personal experience. When I graduated 
from a university some years ago with a 
thorough education in one branch of en- 
gineering, I secured a position with a large 
corporation in Mexico at a small salary 
Soon I found that professional men in my 
particular line of engineering were not at 
that time filling the lucrative positions, and 
[ determined to take an I. C. S. Course in 
another line of engineering and study it 








during my spare time. I completed the 
Course to my great advantage, as I fitted 
myself for rapid promotion and remarkably 
increased salary. Naturally I feel most 
kindly disposed toward the I. C. S., but I 
never imagined that it was an institution of 
such magnitude.—Trained Men.

Readoption of Full Dress Deferred 


In a circular letter, dated November 9, 
1921, addressed to all officers of the Marine 
Corps, the Major General Commandant ad- 
vises: “It is stated for the information of 
the service that the recommendations of the 
board convened at these headquarters to 
consider changes in uniforms and uniform 
regulations included the readoption, with 
certain modifications, of the former full- 
dress uniform. 

“In view of the additional expense in- 
volved, the Major General Commandant 
deemed it advisable to defer consideration 
of the readoption of the full-dress uniform 
at this time, and his recommendation to 
this effect was approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

“As this matter is being held in abeyance, 
the advisability of retaining articles of the 
former full-dress uniform is suggested to 
those officers who may possess same.”

Songs of blue water and the Navy, songs 
with swing and spirit to them, songs of 
South of Fifty-three, these poems are as 
salt as the East wind, and as picturesque as 
a homebound tramp lurching up the Sound. 
In them you will find no “cults” or “isms,” 
but a generous measure of sea spray and 
spindthrift, and the wealth of good humor 
that is bred by the foc’sle. 

If you like Kipling’s “Coastwise Lights” 
or Masefield’s “Cargoes,” you will like SEA 
LANES. If you are a seaman, you want 
it in your ditty-box. If you are a mere 
land-lubber, it ought to be on the library 
table. It is not poetry that accumulates dust 
on the book shelves. 


Man O’War Riygggs. By Burt Franklin 
Jennes, Lt. Commander U. S. N. Re- 
tired. The Cornhill Publishing Co., 2A 
Park St., Boston, Mass. $1.50. 


Rattling songs of life in the Navy, of 
tramps, merchantmen, the craft of the Seven 
Seas and the sea-dogs who man them. 
Fresh and powerful as a Nor’easter on the 
Banks, and vigorous as the snapping of a 
homebound pennant, they are verse of the 
Navy, for the Navy, by a Navy man. They 
are as typical of the American sea service 
as Kipling’s “Tommy Atkins” is of the 
British Army. Here are no sea-chanteys by 
a land-lubber, but songs of the open water, 
good and strong songs with a deep-sea lilt 
to them and a plentiful dash of salt and 
spindrift. 

You cannot put your finger on a dozen 
modern poets who write good sea verse, and 
what Kipling has done for England’s Navy 
and Masefield has done for the merchant- 
marine, Dr. Jenness has done for American 
ships and shipping. This is a book that “the 
man behind the gun” will want, that mates 
on tramps and trawlers tuck into their dun- 
nage, that every landlubber who thrills to 
the sight of the fleet steaming up the harbor 
will read again and again.
